Question and Future of the Philippines 


Washington, Nov. 24.—Senator James 


K. Jones of Arkansas, chairman of the 
Democratic national committee, re- 
turned to Washington yesterday from 
his trip to Chicago, where ho went to 
attend a conference of the executive 
committee; 
"Ttsere was some effort on 


the part of outsiders," said the senator, 
"to make It appear that very significant 
business was being transacted by the 
committee. As a plain matter of fact, 
there was little or nothing of popular 
interest in the meeting. It was simply 
to arrange some matters of organiza- 
tion." 


"What will be the policy of the Demo- 


cratic senators towards legislation this 
winter?" he was asked. 


"Democratic, speaking generally," was 


the senator'* reply. 
"I don't pretend 


to speak for anybody but myself when 
I talk about anr particular measure. 
I believe In roosting to the utmost tha 
proposed gold standard legislation, the 
abolition of greenbacks and the exten- 
sion of privilege* to national banks. 
Th« Hawaiian islands are now a part of 
our domain by annexation, and the peo- 
ple there should be adrnftfecd to an the 
privileges of government that are ac- 
corded to residents of the United States. 


"It we are to regard ourselves as 


Christian gentlemen, standing by the 
Declaration of Independence;-1 do not 
see ho\fr we are to force upon the Cu- 
ban* or the Filipinos any form of gov- 
ernment without the full consent of the 
governed. It seems to be out of the 


question to ever make a state out of the 
Philippine islands. 
We are already 


pledged to give the Cubans independent 
self-government. 
I haven't the least 


dobut in the world that if it had been 
known we were going to acquire the 
Philippines through our war with Spain, 
the words "and the Philippines' would 
have been inserted in the pledge for in- 
dpendnce to th Cuban*" 


"Would you support any immediate 


legislation looking toward a change in 
the government in Cuba?" 


"If progress is being made in Cuba 


toward an independent government for 
the Cubans in good faith, 1 would not 
hurry unnecessarily about its establish- 
ment. 
If there is not good faith in the 


Bteprfthat are being taken, I should be 
in favor of shaking things up. It makes 
no difference to me if 90 percent of the 
Cubans are in favor of annexation and 
should express it by their vote, I re- 
gard it as all important for us to en- 
tirely withdraw from that island and 
leave the Cubans free to act for them- 
selves." 


Senator Jones asked with considerable 


concern about the development in the 
case of Senator Quay of Pennsylvania. 
Apart from personal considerations, he 
•aid, he should regard it as a very gravt 
error for tM senate to allow Mr. Quay 
to retain his seat. The precedents ara

The doors were be- 
sieged long before thejr-were opened by 
troubled, anxious men and women 
whose questions showed that yester- 
day's curt official bulletin, though 
black enough, had not recorded the full 
story of British losses at Belmont.

General Methu«n»« Tribute to Boer* 


Was Justified 


General Methuen's message leaves a 


great deal to be explained. According 
to all previous facts obtainable as to 
the relative strength of the forces the 
Boers must have been in a decided 
minority, yet the total British loss, 220 
killed, wounded and missing, proves 
the effectiveness of their resistance and 
amply justifies' General 
Methuen's 


tribute to the courage <Bnd skill with 
which the Burghers fought. 


The fact that no guns and only 40 


prisoners were captured by the victors 
and that the Boers carried off the dead 
and wounded shows they retired in 
orderly manner without precipitation 
and confusion, and that probably the 
Boer casualties are not numerous ow- 
ing to the strength of their position. 


The destruction of the Boer ammuni- 


tion captured is taken as an indication 
that General Methuen occupied the 
captured position at Belmont and de- 
etroyed the Boer supplies in order not 
to hamper the immediate advance of 
his flying column .which is marching 
in the lightest order.

COSTLY VICTORY FOR THE BRITISH 


Over 200 Men Killed, Injured and Missing. At- 


tacked Strong Position of Boers at Belmont 


Some Doubt as to Whether Positions 


Gained Have Been Held 


London, Nov. 24.—The secretary of 


war has received through General 
Forestler-Walker at Cape Town the fol- 
lowing from General Methuen, datsd 
Belmont, Nov. 23: 


"Attacked the enemy at daybreak 


this morning. He was in strong posi- 
tion. Three rMges were carried in rapid 
succession, the last attack being pre- 
pared by shrapnel. 
Infantry behaved 


splendidly and received support from 
the naval brigade and artillery. 
The 


enemy fought with courage and skill. 
Had I attacked later I should have had 
far heavier losses. 


"Our victory was complete. 
Have 


taken 40 prisoners. Am burying a good 
! number of the Boers, but the greater 
part of the enemy's killed and wounded 
| were removed by their comrades. Have 
captured a large number of horses and 
cows, and destroyed a large quantity of 
ammunition." 


General Methuen reports his losses as 


follows: Three officers killed and 21 
wounded, 65 men killed and ISffwounled, 
•with 18 men missing. 


The battle at Belmont has happened 


sooner than was expected. Only the 
above official account is yet«.t hand; lut, 
so far as can be gathered, the fighting 
appears to have been almost a repetition 
of the battle of Elandslaagte. 


A dispatch of the previous day esti- 


mated that the Boers in that vicinity 
numbered 2000, and that they had five 
guns, and, Judging from the absence of 
any statement to the contrary in the of- 
ficial dispatch, it* is believed that the 
British were slightly superior in num- 
bers to the enemy. 


The Boers had chosen a. position with 


their customary skill and were strongly 
entrenched. The British were obliged 
to carry three ridges in succession. Ap- 
parently the guards bore the brunt in 
carrying the last ridge by a bayonet 
charge after its defenders had been 
shaken with shrapnel. Nothing is said 
as to whether the positions so gained 
were held, and the destruction of am- 
munition seems to indicate that the con- 
trary was the case. 


While General Methuen can be con- 


gratulated upon a brilliant victory, it is 
again at a cost of a heavy loss of officers 
and men. 


The war office has received the fol- 


lowing dispatch fiom General Forestier- 
Walker at Cape Town: 


"General Gatacre reports having yes- 


terday (Wednesday) encountered a bat- 
talion of infantry near Putter's kraal, 
and that reinforcements of mounted 
troops, •« ith half a battalion of infantry, 
arrived at the same camp today. 


"The Dutch rising continues in the 


Broken Nail districts 
Thp police at 


Molten report that 1000 Dutch have left 
Cradok (Cape Colony) to join the rebels 
at Broken Ncal, taking with them armed 
natives. 


"General French conducted a recon- 


nois&ance toward Arundel, which he 
found held in strength. 
He withdrew, 


with three men wounded. 


"The 
Boers are reported moving from 


Natal to the vicinity of Bloemfontein. 
Telegraphic communication with Bel- 
mont has been reopened, and a heav\ 
engagement is reported. 
The post- 


master at Hope Town reports that the 
Kusuman people have defeated the 
Northern rebels."' 


The situation in Natal remains ob- 


scure. Fighting is reported at both Est- 
court and Ladysmith. It was at first re- 
ported that heavy firing had) been heard 
In the direction of Willow Grange, lead- 
ing to a belief that General Hildyard had 
made a sortie. Later dispatches an- 
nounce that General White sortied from 
Ladyamith and inflicted a demoralizing 
defeat upon the Boers. 


It would be premature to give full 


credence to either report. What is quite 
certain is that Ladysmith, Estcourt and 
Mool river station are all Isolated, and 
the B^rs seem able, after detaching 
enough troops to hold three British 
forces aggregating 17,000 men, to pubh 
on toward Fietermaritzburg with some 
7000 men. 


A disquieting feature of the whole 


campaign is the fact that all the ad- 
vancing British generals report meet- 
ing the Boers in force. In view of the 
brilliant success of General" Joubert m 
partially 
paralyzing 
the 
relieving 


columns, the question is being asked, 
what would have happened had he at 
the outset of the war, instead of sitting 
down before Ladysmith, pushed on to 
Pletermaritzburg? 


The diary of events at Mafeklng up to 


Nov. 
15 has arrived. It gives little that 


Is new. At that date Colonel Baden- 
Powell had no idea of being relieved for 
a fortnight, or perhaps for a month. 
Both Maf eking and Klmberley, however, 
•eem to be quiet. 


General Gatacre's report that the 


Dutch are rising increases public anx- 
iety, as It tends to confirm rumors that 
have long beep current. 


Meanwhile the polltlcans of the Af- 


rikander bund appear to be using all 
their influence to prevent the Dutch 
population of Cape Colony from open- 
ly declaring for the Boere. But they 
have been only partially successful, for 
large numbers of young men have gone 
•ver and are fighting in the Boer ranks. 


An official dispatch from Governor 


Hllner to Mr. Chamberlain reports that 
thus far the efforts of the Boers to pro- 
voke an uprising among the Basutos or 
to start a civil war have been unsuccess- 
ful. 
The governor of Cape Colony says: 


"The Boera informed Chief Jonathan 
that if1 he would Join them he would be 
defended. If he remained neutral they 
told him he would not be molested, but 
they declared that he must expel the 
British magistrate and allow his fellow 
tribesmen to pass (reely Into the Orange 
Free State, whose government, in re- 
turn, would guarantee Basutoland to the 
Basutos In perpetuity. The great con- 
cern of the Boers Is the crops, which will 
rot unless Basuto labor can be obtained. 
Evidently the natives have been affected 
by the reports of repeated Boer suc- 
cesses, but their general attitude is sat- 
isfactory." 


Sir Alfred Mllner has luued a procla- 


mation to the people of the colony, in the 


course of which he says: 


"It is my duty to dispel false reports 


regarding tne policy and intentions of 
the imperial government. Misleading 
manifestos from beyond the border rep- 
resent the imperial authorities as desir- 
ing to oppress the Dutch, and the idea 
has spread abroad that the Dutch, will 
be deprive^ 9t their constitutional 
rights. There is absolutely no truth in 
euch allegations. 


"The imperial government dejires the 


greatest freedom of self-government for 
both Dutch and British, and the exten- 
sion, not the curtailment, or the con- 
stitutional rights that are solely endan- 
gered by rebellion. The imperial gov- 
ernment adheres firmly to the principle 
of equal freedom for all loyal colonists." 


Late last evening It was asserted at 


Aldershot that the sixth division, "flow 
in process of mobilization, will actually 
be required for active service. Some of 
the yeomanry regiments have been 
warned for mobilization, owing to the 
scarcity of cavalry in Africa. It ie also 
reported that another brigade of Horse 
artillery will be mobilized* 


The British force now actually in the 


field, including the colonial levies of all 
kinds, is about 60,000 strong. Of these, 
however, quite 16,000 are neutralized In 
the blockaded towns, and until they are 
relieved and aet free, the main plan of 
the campaign is in abeyance. 


Competent critics are saying that the 


real danger for the British army is not 
BO much from the enemy in front as* 
from those it may leave in its rear, and 
in any case so large a force would be 
required to guard the lines of communi- 
cation that fully one-third of the entire 
army will be engaged in that duty. The 
hope is that It may be possible to make 
a dash on Pretoria and dictate peace 
there, but if the Intention of the Trans- 
vail government to move the capital 
elsewhere is carried out, the war would 
not necessarily be ended by the British 
occupation of Pretoria. 


United Stateg Consul General Stowe, 


at Cape Town, has received information 
that the British prisoners In Pretoria are 
well fed, and that there is no truth in the 
statement that they are suffering from 
gcurvy. 


Knights of Labor and Politic*. 


Boston, Nov. 24.—After 11 days' de- 


liberation the general assembly of the 
Knights of Labor concluded its business 
yesterday and adjourried to meet in 
Birmingham, Ala., In November, 1900. 
The chief feature of the closing sessions 
was the adoption of resolution* con- 
demning President McKinley's policy 
on the trust, imperialism and labor 
questions, declaring him to be the enemy 
of labor, and asking labor to use its in- 
fluence and votes against him in the 
coming election. Resolutions were also 
adopted denouncing national banks and 
favoring the abolition of indirect taxa- 
tion, the abolition of contract system on 
all public works, the unlimited coinage 
of silver at the present legal rates; the 
establishment of postal deposit and sav- 
ings banks at every postoffice, and the 
election of president, vice president, 
supreme court judges and United States 
senators by direct vote of the people. 


Labor Demonstration by Women. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., Nov. 24.—The women 


friecls of the strikers in Nanticoke held 
a mass meeting yesterday and listened 
to a number of speeches. They then 
marched in a body down the street for 
the purpose of intercepting men who 
were going to work in the mines. They 
met a Polander and surrounded him. He 
brandished a knife and the women fl°d. 
The police then dispersed the women. 
The strike leaders tried in vain to dis- 
suade th« females from going out on the 
street. Nearly all the women taking 
part in the demonstration were Boles 
and Slavs. 


Not Worth the Expense. 


Washington, Nov. 24.—Regarding the 


report from Santiago that the wreckers 
now at work on the Spanish destroyer 
Furor had discovered that the vessel in 
question might have been raised and re- 
paired, it is said at the navy department 
that this subject was thoroughly can- 
vassed, and that while it ia true one or 
the other of the destroyers;might have 
been raised and repaired, ft was con- 
sidered certain that it would have cost 
about twice as much to put her in com- 
mission as to build a new vessel of the 
same class. 


Loss Falls on Stockholders. 


Lebanon, Ind., Nov. 24.—The Central 


State bank of Lebanon was placed in the 
hands of a receiver yesterday. This is 
the last of the Dwiggins chain of banks, 
several of which failed.some years ago. 
The Lebanon bank, it is said, never re- 
covered from the difficulty which »ent 
the others to the wall. The assets are 
equal to the liabilities, and the deposl • 
tors will lose, nothing, but the stock- 
holders, it is thought, will Jose heavily. 


Killed by« Cycllit. 


New Haven, Nov. 24.-HHenry Dunhem, 


aged 66, died at his home on 'Wcoeter 
street last night as the result of In- 
juries received by'being knocked down 
by a bicycle rider, who was sooftshing. 
The bicyclist did1 not stop after-lne ac- 
cident to ascertain whether or not Mr 
Dunham was injured, and the latter was 
picked up from th« street in' an uncon- 
scious condition. 


Liquor License Gen to Creditors. 


Boston, Nov. 24.—Judge Lowell of the 


United States district court yesterday 
handed down a decision in the case of 
Ida Fisher, bankrupt, holding that a 
liquor license is an asset, and as such 
the bankrupt can be ordered to turn it 
over to the trustee in bankruptcy for 
the benefit of the creditors. >

These contracts for fur- 
ther delivery would not be made if there 
were not something stronger than im- 
pressions to work upon. 
The brokers 


report a heavy demand for all varieties 
Of prints, and say that the mills will 
have much difficulty in filling the or- 
ders taken.

Federation of Textile Operatives met in 
this city at. the headquarters of the 
Weavers' association, and promised the 
Pall Riyer operatives aid in case a strike 
was finally considered necessary in or- 
der to obtain the advance in wages asked 
for.

ARIS, Nov. 4.—The winter season of 
brilliant entertainments opens with 
every promise of excelling any 


previous one in the history of the re- 
public. With the 1st of January the 
international exhibition will open, and 
a constantly changing: throng of royal- 
ties and notabilities are expected and 
Will receive the hospitality of the city. 
Royalty always gives an impetus to 
Hociai splendor. 


Just at present princes and kings are 


scattering over Europe after having 
spent some time at Bernstoff as the 
guests of the king of Denmark, the 
grandfather of all Europe. Doubtless, 
while there many of them arranged their 
plans for a reunion which will take 
place in Paris in 1900. The emperor 
and empress of Russia, who are the 
most popular of all royalties with the 
Parisians, partly because of the demo- 
cratic disposition of the emperor and 
partly on account of the graciousness 
and beauty of the empress, were among 
these. 
• The imperial train in which their maj- 
esties travel about has recently been 
refitted and is now the handsomest of 
the kind in the world. It is really a 
palace on wheels. It consists of 11 car- 
riages which are painted blue and 
gold and connected by leather lined cor- 
ridors. The kitchen car is fitted with 
ranges, while two great Russian sam- 
ovars are screwed to the walls. Here, 
no matter in what part of the world 
they may be, all the favorite dishes of 
their imperial majesties are cooked by 
their special chefs, and, be it whispered 
out of hearing of jealous Muscovites, 
these favorite dishes are more frequent- 
ly French than Russian. There is a 
special car, too, provided for the com- 
fort of the cooks—for an imperial cook 
is a great personage. In the culinary 
domain is also the dining car, with its 
large round center table where the em- 
peror and empress dine alone. 
The 


walls of this car are paneled with red 
beechwood, with inlet mirrors of French 
plate. Low chairs covered with brown 
Russia leather complete its furnishing. 


The drawing room is one entire car, 


whose walls are upholstered in emboss- 
ed leather, paneled in walnut. The fur- 
aiture. inlaid in different kinds of wood, 
is upholstered with white and salmon 
colored striped satin. From the ceil- 
ing hangs a magnificent chandelier. 
The boudoir of the empress is thickly 
padded and lined with pale blue sjlk. 
Scattered about it at all times are plants 
and cut flowers, the cost of keeping which 
would pay for the support of many poor 
families for a year. A pier glass, es- 
critoire and easy chairs form part of 
the furnishings of the nook. Opening 
from the boudoir is the large apart- 
ment occupied by her two children. 
This is sensibly rather than luxurious- 
ly furnished, and contains accommoda- 
tions for the little grand duchesses, 
their nurses iand governesses. 
The 


emperor's study is furnished in brown 
Russia leather, the writing utensils 
upon his desk being of fine bronze. The 
other carriages are for the accommoda- 
tion of the officials and attendants in 
the imperial suit. 


All the mechanical contrivances about 


the train are of the most advanced 
kind. An apparatus on the wall shows 
the speed at which the train is run- 
ning and a telephone connects the dif- 
ferent carriages. The lighting and heat- 
ing are accomplished by electricity, and 
the train moves over the rails without 
jolting or noise. It Is, in fact, the model 
train of its kind. Several millionaires 
have In vain tried to bribe the builder 
to duplicate it for them.

Very young children are afforded 


much amusement by little cloth dogs, 
pigs, cats or elephants skillfully cover- 
ed with bells BO that they ring when- 
ever touched. Patterns for toy animals 
dan be bought in the shops. The shape 
ihould first be cut in calico or holland, 
one-half of the body being shaped from 
one piece and one-half from the other. 
The under part of the body is sewed 
in separately; then the tail and legs 
are stitched to the almost completed 
animal. A gay red cloth on the ele- 
phant's back can be edged with silk 
braid and little bells. A collar and a 
band of ribbon around the dog's body 
may be used as foundation for rows 
of bells. The animals are stuffed with 
sawdust or cotton. Dogs, cats, horses, 
dancing bean, goats, elephants, mon- 
keys, donkeys, rabbit*, pigs and Iambs 
can b* made of cloth.

! OnuuHonts Mad« of Matchboxes. 


Deft fingers and a few inexpensive 
materials will transform the most un- 
promislng matchbox into a dainty holi- 
day trifle. 


A pincushion and trinket box may be 


made as follows: Take out the Inside 
drawer of the box and on top of the 
cover place a small pad of wadding 
•verlald with some cay silk or other 
material, and flue the whole to the 
pasteboard. To hide unsightly edges a 
double oord should be stitched or f lued 


along the edges of the box after a coat 
of enamel has been applied to the sides. 
The drawer should be enameled. Place 
on one end of the drawer a small brass 
button to serve as a handle. Make four 
neat little bows from ribbon and at- 
tach them to the corners of the box. 
The initial of the one to whom the gift 
is to be given is painted on the side of 
the box. 


A handsome calendar may be made 


from matchboxes. Three outside parts 
of boxes are enameled white, the upper 
end of the drawers being'removed in 
order that cards may be slipped Into 
them. The boxes are then glued to- 
gether. Cards bearing the names of the 
days of the week are slipped into the 
rear box. The boxes placed in front are 
each a little lower than the preceding 


of pasteboard on which it is mounted 
can be lined with pink silk wadding 
scented with sachet powder.

thread. The small, round ornaments 
are silver spangles, held in place by 
knots of silver. When all the needle- 
work has been done, thlsv part of the 
case is lined with orange silk or linen. 
The mirror, which can be purchased in 
any picture shop cut the shape and 
size required, is fixed to a back made 


are fond of flowers, than a window 
ornament to be made as follows: Buy 
three of the little wicker or chip bas- 
kets sold for a few pennies in the shops 
and most often used for spool baskets. 
Buy also a piece of stout bamboo a 
yard long, five yards of fine brass chain 
and ten small picture rings.

Put the gravy c* 
stock in a saucepan, alto the rolls of beef, and 
stew them very gently about three-quarters ot an 
hour. Have ready a hot dish, on which you have 
piled some mashed potatoes or spinach; arrange 
the rolls neatly round. Thicken the gravy with • 
little flour, season it with pepper and salt. Hit 
well till it boils, then strain it over the roll*. 


Stewed Staffed Steak. 


Take one pound of lean round steak, 


flatten it out with a rolling; pin and 
spread evenly with a thick layer of 
forcemeat made thus: Put a teacupful 
of white bread crumbs Into a basin 
with a tablespoonful of finely chopped 
parsley, a teaspoonful of minced on- 
ion and a little grated lemon peel; sea- 
son with pepper, salt, cayenne and a 
little grated nutmeg; add a tablespoon- 
ful of suet, finely shred, and moisten 
the dry Ingredients with sufficient beat- 
en egg to form a soft paste. Boll up 
the steak and tie It round in several 
places with narrow white tape; flour It, 
and bake it in the oven, basting it now 
and then with dripping. 


When nicely browned, stew very f*n-

Remove the 
tape and serve with some of the sauce 
poured over It and a garnish of cook- 
ed vegetables (carrots, turnips, etc.), or 
some well cooked macaroni cut into 
small pieces.

AGUINAf.DO'S Ift/TEST 8CRBHCE 


The correspondent of the New York 


"World at Hong Kong claims to have 
what is a remarkable interview with 
Aguinaldo through an American busi- 
ness man, who has spent some time in- 
side the insurgent lines.

Also the taxes of real estate 
and personal estates to be dedicated to 
the same, and all to be repaid in five 
years. 
" '8—American soldiers (number to 


be agreed upon) to remain at Manila 
until this debt is paid; then to be with- 
drawn from the island.' " 


This plan of government looks well at 


first glance, but on examination and, 
taken into consideration, with condi- 
tions in the islands, it is the oligarchy 
that Agutnaldo has been accused of 
wanting.

FAMOUS FtSHINg CASE, ^ 


Law Forbidding "Net*" Hot Intended 


to Cover Landlnir Nets. 


Judge Craig of Stroudsburg, Pa., re- 


cently banded down a decision in tho 
famous Wetherell-Elliott fishing cases. 
He reverses tbe Judgment of Justice 
Graver, releasing the defendants from 
their $100 fines. Judge Craig's opinion 
is as follows, says the Philadelphia 
Public Ledger: 


Manifestly if we interpret the words 


"rod, book and line" within tbe limi- 
tation of their literal import thea it 
would be obnoxious to this act to use 
a reel or fly or bait or bob or sinker or 
squid in connection with rod, hook and 
line when fishing for game fish, for 
these are appliances for catching fish 
in the general sense of the terms. Such 
Interpretations would practically de- 
feat all catching of game fish. 


Much argument was expended on the 


question, Was the fish caught when 
booked or was It not caught until It 
was put Into the physical possession 
of the defendant by means of a landing 
net? Tbe preponderating weight of the 
evidence is that a game fish la caught 
when hooked and that the landing net 
Is used, either conveniently or neces- 
sarily, for bringing the fish Into the 
physical possession of tbe fisherman. 


We cannot believe that the legisla- 


ture In using the phrase "rod, hook and 
line" intended so narrow and unreason- 
able a construction as is urged by the 
commonwealth. So common and uni- 
versal is the use of reels, fly hooks, 
bait, bobs, sinkers and squids in fish- 
ing with rod, hook and line that wo 
may take them to be included In the 
phrase "rod, hoofe and line" in ordinary 
and popular us«. Therefore If we con- 
strue the legislative language accord* 
Ing to its popular-acceptation we are 
bound to hold that the appliances or 
things Just named were understood and 
Intended by the ' 
atnre to be In- 


cluded In the phrase 'rod, hook and 
line." 


But the contention is that a landing 


net is not of such common and univer- 
sal use as to be included in the phrase 
"rod, hook and line." Certain it is 
that the landing net was in common 
use by fishermen as far back as 1653. 
All the testimony in this case is to the 
effect that the landing net is and has 
been hi ordinary, common and almost 
universal use by those who fish for 
trout with rod, hook and line. In our 
view, therefore, tbe landing net was as 
much within the legislative Intent 
when using the words "rod, hook and 
line" as were the fly hook, reel, bait and 
euch like appliances. Landing nets are 
not named in any of the acts. Hand or 
cast nets are in the sixth section of the 
act under consideration. But band or 
cast nets are not landing nets.

Hancock Mtn't Amuft on Williams, 


town Woman Avenged in Court 


The Hancock father and son, Clifton 


and George Vlckery, who aa reported 
yesterday, were arrested by Wllliams- 
:own 
officers and taken to Ptttsfleld to 


be tried for assault and battery on 
Mrs. 
Ruby Auchenpaugh of Williams- 


town, were both found guilty and fined. 
The costs, amounting to $18.50, were 
divided between the two, and in addi- 
tion the father was lined $1. 


The trial brought out the story of the 


affair in more detail than was at first 
told. Mra. Auchenpaugh and a wit- 
ness testified that her daughter had 
been living at the VIekery hiouse and 
had been taken there by erne Larabee 
of Hancock. The daughter, who it ap- 
peam had been married and had sep- 
arated from her husband, made the 
acquaintance of Larabee, who took her 
from the hiouas of her mother in Wil- 
hamstown and placed her under the 
roof of the Vickeryg. 


Mrs. Auchenpaugh, learning 
the 


whereabouts of her daughter, went to 
Hancock, and the assault to|ok place 
at the home of the defendants. The ' 
daughter decided to stick to Ijarabee 
and the testimony was that they had 
gone to Pittsfield and had departed to- 
gether for New York state. It was 
alleged in court that Larrabeewas mar- 
ried, as well as the daughter of Mrs. 
Auchenpaugh. The daughter and her 
alleged lover is but a aide issue, how- 
ever, for the arrest of the Vickerys fol- 
lowed the visit of Mra. Auchenpaugh. 
to Hancock. 


The defendants told the story of the 


daughter's coming o their place to 
board and that they had no knowledge 
of the relationship of the parties. The 
court had to sift a great deal of evi- 
dence before reaching a decision.

up the record of the men applying for 
aid and to assist them if they are 
worthy. 
Many discharged prisoners 


apply for aid who are unworthy and 
would only spend money for that 
which is not bread, but there 
are 


some discharged prisoners who hon- 
estly mean to lead a better life and are 
worthy of encouragement. Such a so- 
ciety in Pittsfleld is doing good work. 


Peculiar Suit Against Fitchburg 


The civil case of Fred D. Kellogg of 


Orange against the Fitchburg railroad 
was taken up in the Greenfield court 
yesterday. It was an action of tort to 
recover damages1 for injuries) claimed 
to have been received at Millers Falls 
October 1, 1896, as the plaintiff waa on 
hia way home from the Brattleboro 
fair on an excursion train. He works 
in the New Home shops at Orange and 
had gone up to Braltleboro on an ex- 
cursion train. Upon the arrival of the 
train at Millers Falls in the afternoon 
word was passed along for passengers 
on the Fitchburg road to takei the three 
rear cars. He started back through 
another car, but came to one that was 
crowded in the aisles and stepped 
down, Intending to get back to the 
Fitchburg car. Stepping, aa he sup- 
posed, on the wa,lk, he fell from the 
bridge on which the train was standing 
Injuring himself severely. The claim 
is made that he is permanently injured 
and will lose the use of one leg entire- 
ly. The case waa unfinished at the ad- 
journment of the court Dana Malone 
appeared for Kellogg and C. L. Gard- 
ner of Springfield and Mr.Winters of St 
Albana for the New London division of 
the Central Vermont rood. 8. D. Con- 
ant represented the Fitchburg rand. 


.Object to Use of Name Drury 


The members of the Drury athletic 


association are disturbed over the use 
of the name of the school by any team 
which does not represent the school 
under the rules of the association, 
which has charge of all the school's 
athletics. The basketball team adver- 
tising itself as the ex-Drury is not a 
regularly authorized school team, and 
the members of the association are not 
satisfied to have the school name used 
in such a way. No action has been 
taken on the matter by the association, 
but his may be done at the next meet- 
ing.
